Hear No Evil, Convict All Evil 

Judge John D. Conley helps prosecutors punk Scott Sanders in yet another high-profile case

M urder cases usually 

contain intrigue other 
than, of course, the 
killer’s identity. Matt 
Murphy, a senior deputy district 
attorney with the Orange County 
DA’s office (OCDA), is fond of telling 
juries that questions arising during 
trials can’t always be answered. Not 
surprisingly, an unsolved mystery 
emerged in People v. Daniel Wozniak, 
Murphy’s latest courthouse adven¬ 
ture—another one recorded by tele¬ 
vision-network cameras for national, 
primetime feature stories. 

Assistant Public Defender Scott 
Sanders, who 
represents 
Wozniak, 
claimed 
evidence, 
including 
internal police 
conclusions, 
suggests his client’s 
murder-time fian¬ 
cee, Rachel Buf¬ 
fett, was the crafty 
mastermind of a 
financial panic that led to the May 2010 
killings of Orange Coast College students 
Sam Herr, 26, and Juri “Julie” Kibuishi, 

23. We may never truly know if he’s right. 
Murphy charged Buffett as an accessory 
after the fact for repeatedly lying to Costa 
Mesa police. 

Homicide cases often produce bizarre 
twists, too. In Wozniak, Superior Court 
Judge John D. Conley, once a member of the 
OCDA unit that employs Murphy, worked 
in tandem with the prosecutor to block 
Sanders from telling jurors the truth about 
Herr. The medal-earning U.S. Army com¬ 
bat veteran in Afghanistan was an obvious 
victim in the present case. But he was also a 
killer—and not just on foreign battlefields. 

On Jan. 16,2002, in Los Angeles, 
authorities found Bryon Benito dead in 
a parking lot. Benito’s skull had been 
cracked open and mutilated. His torso, 
neck, back and hands endured ghastly 
penetrations. According to Los Angeles 
Sheriff’s Department (LASD) reports, the 
person who set up the murder was the last 
person seen with the victim: Herr. 

In the killing’s aftermath, Herr, who’d 
initially denied accountability, admitted his 
key role. Though Benito had been his buddy 
since childhood, he’d aided a Mexican 
Mafia-associated organized crime outfit, 
the Brown Familia (BF) gang, in the murder. 

“I was cool with the BF,” Herr stated, 
according to court records. 

The BF wanted to attack Benito for an 


alleged gang-war slight, and Herr volun¬ 
teered to lure his friend to the “perfect” 
secluded spot without surveillance cam¬ 
eras. His ruse? Let’s go smoke marijuana. 

Herr picked up Benito at his home and 
drove him to an awaiting group of eight 
thugs holding knives, bats and tire irons. 

“I saw him fall,” Herr recalled for detec¬ 
tives. “I saw him get up, and then they’re 
mobbing him.” 

The unarmed, terrified ambush victim 
cried out for his pal’s help while enduring 
more than 30 knife wounds and 20 bone¬ 
crushing tire-iron blows. Herr ignored 
the pleas, according to LASD interview 
transcripts. Though deputies arrested 
him, a judge ruled his incriminating state¬ 
ments could not be introduced at trial—not 
because they hadn’t been honest admis¬ 
sions, but rather because they were uttered 
after the police conducted an illegal traffic 
stop. Unaware of the confessions, a jury 
acquitted him. 

Murphy ignored the LA murder to 
portray Herr as an angel. Comparing him 
to Wozniak, whom he said was a horrible 
friend willing to kill a pal, the prosecutor 
told jurors, “What’s interesting as you go 
through this [case] is how many people 
consider Sam to be their best friend” and 
labeled him “this friendly guy that every¬ 
body considers to be their best friend.” 

Murphy elicited supportive testimony. 

“Sam was a very friendly person, and he 
was the same way he was with me with oth¬ 
ers,” testified Ruben Menacho, a fellow OCC 
student. “He was always nice to everybody.” 

Nobody doubts that at the time of his 
murder, Herr had become a better man 
than the one who set up Benito. He’d 


entered the military, fought bravely in 
combat and collected a group of genuine 
admirers, one of whom he incorrectly 
assumed was Wozniak. 

While agreeing nothing justified his 
client’s heinous acts, Sanders claimed his 
courtroom opponent had given the jury a 
misleading, incomplete picture in hopes 
of enticing them into a heightened emo¬ 
tional outrage for an execution vote. 

“Mr. Herr repeatedly admitted his 
culpability for the murder of his good 
friend,” the defense lawyer told Conley 
outside the presence of jurors on Jan. 6. 
“Nonetheless, the prosecution in this case 
chose to place before the jury, via com¬ 
mentary and evidence, a picture of Mr. 
Herr as a person of exceptionally high 
character—including, most notably, in his 
interaction with and loyalty to friends.” 

Murphy argued he hadn’t “opened the 
door” requiring the jurors to learn about 
Benito’s demise, and the judge agreed, 
saying he didn’t want to “dirty up” the 
victim on the verge of a death-penalty 
vote. To support his decision, Conley 
misapplied case law, citing Peop/e v. David 
Keith Rogers, a 2006 California Supreme 
Court ruling. He claimed the case allowed 
him to exclude Herr’s murder admissions 
because he “felt that other evidence gave 
the jury a fair picture of the victim.” 

But in Rogers, jurors received reports 
that the victim had serious character flaws 
that invited danger. The judge in that case 
merely blocked the defense from intro¬ 
ducing additional testimony on already- 
mentioned topics. In Wozniak, however, 
Conley prevented jurors from learning 
even one negative fact about Herr. 


Plotted judicial assistance to 
OCDA didn’t end there. On Jan. 7, 
the prosecutor addressed the jury 
for nearly four hours in a superb, 
gut-wrenching performance that 
prompted jurors to weep in the hall¬ 
way. At the end of that presentation, 
when jurors were exhausted, Sanders 
was given 70 minutes to speak. The 
following day, a Friday when the mat¬ 
ter wasn’t in session, Conley issued a 
startling minute order. He announced 
plans to violate his original rules 
for the closing arguments: Murphy 
would go first, followed by Sanders. 

“The court ruled on the issue of 
jury arguments with the assumption 
that both arguments would conclude 
in one day, so the court ordered 
one argument per side,” the judge 
explained. In the midst of Sanders’ 
closing, which would resume after the 
weekend, on Jan. II, Conley said he 
thought the prosecutor should rebut 
the defense lawyer’s arguments because, 
he fretted, “jurors may have difficulty 
recalling exactly what Mr. Murphy said on 
the various topics being discussed.” 

In other words, the judge wanted to 
reward Murphy with an unplanned, sec¬ 
ond speaking chance because the pros¬ 
ecutor monopolized the overwhelming 
majority of the one day Conley assumed 
would be necessary for closings. Or was it 
because Sanders might have scored points? 
Whatever the motivation, the judge cast 
his proposal as an innocent attempt- 
one oddly concocted without Murphy’s 
urging—“to level the playing field” for the 
prosecutor, who’d addressed the jury for 
several hours longer than the defense. 

Sanders objected, recalling that the jury 
had been told how the closings would work, 
asserting the citizen’s panel would assume 
he’d done something wrong that required 
Murphy’s re-entry, and calling the judge’s 
concern of memory-loss jurors unreason¬ 
able. “[The jury is] going to think you want 
a death penalty verdict here,” he said. 

To the prosecutor’s frustration, Conley 
reluctantly retracted his proposal. Sanders 
was right; he said he shouldn’t “take any 
chance” jurors would receive “a hidden mes¬ 
sage” if he revised the schedule for Murphy. 

Was there any legitimacy to the hand- 
wringing about forgetful jurors? The 
answer is undeniable. On Jan. II, the jury 
took just one hour to side with the gov¬ 
ernment’s push for Wozniak’s death.

J pid,” says UFC flyweight 
f \m Ian McCall. “If you gave 
I ^ yourself a nickname, thaf s 
fucking stupid. I say that with all due 
respect, but you're a douche.” 

This is the part in the story—way up 


days after a drug overdose, taking mul¬ 
tiple trips to jail for drugs and brawls, and 
undergoing plenty of rehab, plus an ugly 
divorce that took years and a 2012 arrest 
in Irvine (for which he served 17 days of a 
30-day sentence). 

McCall is in a frustrating period right 


here—in which we must disclose that 
McCall has a nickname, one of the most 
notorious in MMA: “Uncle Creepy.” 

But McCall won’t budge. As he points 
out between sips of a chai latte at Costa 
Mesa’s Portola Coffee Lab, fighters such 
as Chuck “The Iceman” Liddell or “The 
Huntington Beach Bad Boy” Tito Ortiz 
created their nicknames, self-manufac¬ 
turing hype and intimidation. “Uncle 
Creepy” wasn’t McCall’s idea, has noth¬ 
ing to do with fighting, came from the 
mouth of a kid and is, therefore, legit. It 
has ever3^hing to do with the fighter’s rise 
from San Clemente fuck-up to one of the 
world’s most feared little men. 

After a long night out with friends 
in San Luis Obispo, McCall—the sober 
driver for the evening—was playing with 


ty 

his friend’s 3-year-old son in the wee 
hours of the morning. In his excitement, 
the toddler began calling McCall “Uncle 
Creepy” instead of “Uncle Ian,” and some 
nicknames are simply too good to let go. 
And when McCall joined the UFC for its 
inaugural 125-pound tournament in 2012, 
entering as the consensus top-ranked 
flyweight in the world, he also had a 
perfectly twirled handlebar mustache 
that drew immediate attention—and 
cemented the Uncle Creepy legend 
before he’d ever fought on an interna¬ 
tional stage. 

“It got to the point where I was hav¬ 
ing a different girl over every night, and 


my roommates were just like, ‘What are 
you doing? I don’t get it,”’ McCall says, 
explaining his mustache’s birth. “Getting 
women into bed was basically becom¬ 
ing a full-time job. I wanted to focus on 
other things, so I figured I’d grow out 
this big, bushy beard and it would cock- 
block me. Then I grew the mustache out, 
and it just stuck. 

“People realize I’m not creepy in 
a weirdo kind of way,” McCall adds. 
“Well, I’m a weirdo, but not like that 
kind of a weirdo.” 

The Uncle Creepy persona lets him 
channel his past into the Octagon, a past 
that includes him lying in a coma for two 


now. Injuries have hampered his once- 
promising career, making him spend most 
of his days rehabbing rather than training. 

In the past, McCall might’ve gone 
down a path of self-destruction, but he 
has found peace for the first time in years. 
He has moved back into his father’s San 
Clemente home, focusing on a new rela¬ 
tionship and raising his daughter with 
the help of his pops while prepping for 
his return to fighting. “He’s matured a 
lot since his daughter was born,” says his 
father, Greg McCall. “He was a wild kid 
who used to party too much, but he’s a 
man with a kid of his own now. I always 
told him any man who doesn’t take care of 
his own kids is a piece of shit. He’s a good 
dad, and he takes care of business.”

y sponsors want me to 
Snapchat more,” says 
McCall, who's wearing 
only a towel in a small, 
freezing room with three other people. He 
grabs his iPhone to capture the human¬ 
sized steaming metal tube in front of him. 
“Have you ever done cryo before?” 

For most people, getting naked and 
willingly stepping into subzero tempera¬ 
tures at 10:30 on a Thursday morning 
means their life took a horribly wrong 
turn somewhere. For an injury-prone 
fighter older than 30, it's how to get back a 
lost championship. 

Less than 15 minutes later, McCall is 
bundled up in logo-emblazoned sweats; 
he gets them from sponsors such as 
RVCA, Publish and ourCaste. The fighter 
throws back a handful of vitamins as he 
pulls his black Prius out of the parking 
lot of Icelab Cryotherapy in Costa Mesa 
while explaining his penchant for talk¬ 
ing shit. 

“I always watch fights and comment on 
them on Twitter, and sometimes I'll talk 
shit or whatever,” he says, pulling into 


Team Oyama MMA & Fitness in Irvine for 
his daily 11 a.m. training session. “Any time 
Ronda [Rousey, former UFC women's 
bantamweight champ] fights, I'd get some 
backlash, but I've never seen anything like 
the shit I got after [UFC featherweight 
champion] Conor McGregor fought. 

All I said was [UFC featherweight con¬ 
tender and former lightweight champion] 
Frankie Edgar is coming for him, and you 
wouldn't believe the hate I got.” 

That's the Uncle Creepy in him. 
Whether he's cracking jokes on fighters, 
showing off the luxury cars he borrows 
through his sponsors or simply posting 
updates on his daughter's new horses, 
McCall knows what he's doing with the 
Internet and how to appeal to his tens of 
thousands of followers. The online pres¬ 
ence makes him one of the most market¬ 
able fighters in MMA today, an advantage 
that can green-light a fighter toward a 
title shot with a couple of wins. He's an 
old pro, having interacted with fans (and 
detractors) on the MMA online forum 
known as the Underground before his rise 
to UFC fame. And it's that social-media 
presence, coupled with his results in the 
cage, that led to the creation of his fan 
club Underground Creepy Top Team. 

“People enjoy me for whatever rea¬ 


son,” says McCall. “People think I'm cool 
for having friends who are celebrities or 
for fucking famous chicks. It's kind of 
douchey, but whatever. It's cool having 
fans, but it's also weird. It's a weird level of 
fame I have.” 

But once at Team Oyama, Uncle 
Creepy steps back, and the newly respon¬ 
sible McCall takes over. He has enlisted 
an army to get him back to the top: a 
strength-and-conditioning coach; a hand- 
eye-coordination trainer; a dietician 
who prepares 15 meals each week for his 
“vegan-centric” diet; and Colin Oyama, a 
legendary MMA trainer. In his off time, 
McCall coaches the gym's amateur fight¬ 
ers and his training partners. 

“In the gym, he has taken on more of 
a leadership role,” says Oyama. “In the 
past, he was always the young guy com¬ 
ing up, but now time has passed, and he's 
one of the older ones, as far as the fight 
game is concerned. 

‘When he trains, he's all in,” Oyama 
continues. “He doesn't half-ass things. 

The biggest problem at times has been 
getting him in the gym and away from the 
distractions.” 

Those distractions are what have cut 
McCall down seemingly every time he's 
about to reach the next level. And true 


to his new form, the fighter puts all the 
blame on himself 

“I had a perfect childhood,” McCall 
says, “but me and my brothers [15 and 3 
years older] were little shits. We were all 
bad kids.” 

McCall was born in Newport Beach 
on July 5,1984. His wealthy family—dad 
ran a Toyota dealership and mom was a 
personal chef—moved to San Clemente 
when Ian was small. “He was a very 
active child—it was crazy,” says Greg 
McCall. “He was always doing some¬ 
thing. He did every sport you can think 
of and some you can't. He'd go to the 
beach at 6 a.m. with his friends, and then 
when they'd come home to sleep, he'd be 
rollerblading around the neighborhood 
right after.” 

Greg got Ian into martial arts around 
the first grade, transitioning into wres¬ 
tling by the time he entered Dana Hills 
High School. Three private schools had 
already kicked him out after he got into 
scrapes with schoolmates. He also rolled 
with the Lords of South County, the noto¬ 
rious rich-white-boy gang that counted 
Bellator MMA fighter Rob Emerson as a 
member. But wrestling was the first activ¬ 
ity to keep him in check.

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Althougli McCall jolces tliat he was 
always better at fighting than wrestling, 
he was good enough to wrestle briefly 
at Cuesta College in San Luis Obispo 
before dropping out to pursue fighting. 
By then, one of his brothers had amassed 
a 3-1 professional record before retiring 
a year later. 

“There was no amateur circuit back 
then,” McCall says. “It was ‘Oh, youTe fuck¬ 
ing 18 now—you want to go fight a man?”’ 

While in San Luis Obispo, McCall got 
to know Chuck Liddell, who became a 
mentor. McCall moved back to OC a year 
later, and under Oyama’s tutelage, he 
began his professional fighting career at 
5-0 in smaller promotions before jump¬ 
ing to the national stage and winning his 
debut for World Extreme Cagefighting 
(WEC) at 135 pounds. But he dropped 
two of his next three matches, including 
one with future bantamweight champion 
Dominick Cruz. 

In 2009, McCall went to Sutra in Costa 
Mesa with his then-girlriend and friends 
to party just before the start of training 
camp. On the way home, his girlfriend 
got a DUI, so McCall and another friend 
decided to take a cab back to his home 
at the Village in Irvine. McCall doesn’t 
clearly remember what happened next, 
but he knows he got into a fight with the 
taxi driver and woke up in jail. “I was 
like ‘How did I get here?’ and that whole 
kind of thing,” McCall says. He had been 
a fuck-up for so long that even his clos¬ 
est friends and family had all but given 
up on him. “I was sitting around for a 
while like, ‘Yeah, I deserve to be here,’ 
and I was just kind of bummed. Then I 
just remember coming to one day, like, ‘I 
gotta get the fuck out of here and get my 
shit together.’” 

He was clean for about a year, but then 
in celebration of his win in November 


2010, he decided to get a tattoo. He says 
he took the mega-cocktail to calm down 
before getting inked. But he instead suf¬ 
fered an overdose of a variety of drugs 
including OxyContin, GHB, marijuana 
and Xanax. Three EpiPens and two days 
later, McCall awoke in a hospital, attached 
to tubes, and found out his heart and 
breathing had stopped. “The overdose 
was a small slip-up,” McCall says. “The 
doctors were shocked [at] how fast I 
recovered in the hospital and was able to 
start working out again.” 

think the spinning elbow is 
the safest spinning move there 
is,” McCall tells a young man 
to his left before moving to his 
other side to help another fighter work on 
her kicking form. 

They’re training under the watchful eye 
of Oyama. McCall continues like this for 
20 minutes before Team Oyama’s other 
resident superstar walks through the door. 

“Starla!” McCall yells with a smile at 
former UFC strawweight champion Carla 
Esparza. “Sorry we started without you. 
Hey, guys, look who’s here!” 

McCall jokes Esparza has gotten too 
famous to show up to practice on time. 
“Ever since she won that first champion¬ 
ship fight, she’s gotten too cool for us. 
She’s become Starla.” 

“I’ve always called him my best training 
partner because he’s always picking up 
on little things I could be doing better,” 
Esparza says. “He’s so good with his tech¬ 
nique, and he knows so much from being 
around for so long. He can always push 
me and make me better.” 

During their nine years of training 
together, she’s seen the young partier as 
well as the mature sage, but some things 
haven’t changed. “I think he’s one of the 
best storytellers I know because he can 
make anything entertaining,” Esparza 
says. “He’s the life of the party in and 
out of the gym, and it’s really endear¬ 
ing to see him as a father figure now. He 
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gets so excited when he talks about his 
daughter; I think maybe thats whaCs 
made him take on a leadership role in 
the gym.” 

As soon as practice is over, the fighters 
change to head to House of Shabu Shabu 
for a team lunch. They stare at their 
phones while waiting for the stragglers to 
get ready, but no one has more notifica¬ 
tions than McCall. Between his social- 
media concerns, upcoming business 
ventures and family life, McCalPs iPhone 
hosts a stream of messages and updates. 

‘T hate talking on the phone some¬ 
times,” McCall explains while checking 
messages from several different apps— 
including one he owns a piece of, Sweeble. 
“My girlfriend wants to talk for hours, but 
I donT want to talk to anyone. She wants 
to talk whenever I’m driving by myself, 
but that’s the only time I don’t really have 
to talk to anyone. Sometimes it’s okay, but 
a lot of times, I’d rather just text.” 

Fighting as Uncle Creepy proved to 
be McCall’s ultimate therapy. He went 
to some drug-rehab meetings, but then 
stopped, dismissing them as “a place to 
pick up chicks,” he says. “I have my own 
problems; I don’t want to hear about 
yours. I’m not being helped by hearing 
about other people doing drugs.” Instead, 
McCall went on a three-fight tear in Tachi 
Palace Fights in 2011, dethroning the best 
125-pound fighters in the world and earn¬ 
ing the Tachi Palace Fights Flyweight 
Championship that August. He emerged 
as Sherdog.com’s Comeback Fighter of 


the Year. Then, in December, the UFC 
signed him. 

In the week leading up to his debut in 
March 2012 in Sydney, Australia, McCall 
and three competitors were followed by 
camera crews and given private drivers, 
each receiving the megastar treatment. 
The hubbub wasn’t just from the UFC; 
every Australian and international MMA 
outlet wanted a piece of the first fi 5 rweight 
contests in UFC history. McCall played 
the part perfectly, mugging and tweeting 
and giving great quotes to the cameras. 

But it was all a mask. The night before the 
fight, McCall’s then-wife asked him for a 
divorce and got in a fight with his sister- 
in-law during dinner. 

He set his personal problems aside 
as he climbed into the Octagon against 
Demetrious “Mighty Mouse” Johnson in 
a semifinal match. It was back-and-forth 
through the first two rounds, but it ended 
with McCall mounted on the back of a 
helpless Johnson, raining down fists and 
clearly in control of the action. 

“That first fight was rad,” McCall says. “I 
remember [UFC president] Dana White tell¬ 
ing me the day before. Tut on a good per¬ 
formance. Don’t be a flash in the pan,’ and I 
think I did put on a good performance.” 

As the two battered fighters awaited 
the judges’ decision, the crowd and many 
watching at home believed McCall had 
won. When the scorecards were read, 
Johnson was announced the winner by 
split decision—but it was actually a draw,

with the athletic commission commit¬ 
ting a Steve Harvey-esque error by get¬ 
ting the math wrong on the scorecards. 
Because both fighters had already exited 
the cage before the commission caught 
their mistake, the sudden-death fourth 
round the UFC had implemented specifi¬ 
cally for the tournament couldn’t hap¬ 
pen, leading to a rematch a few months 
later. McCall’s inner turmoil finally 
caught up to him, and he lost to Johnson 
by unanimous decision. 

While the old McCall would’ve sunk 
into a cycle of self-destruction, the new 
McCall soldiered on. Over the next three 
years, McCall went 2-2 among some of 
the top contenders in the division, even 
as he battled injuries. The only drug he 
now uses is medicinal marijuana, which 
he says he needs to manage the pain he 
suffers after injuries to his shoulder, hand, 
hip, groin and more. 

“Even Child Protective Services—who 
is in my daughter’s life because of some¬ 
one else—I told them that I’m having 
surgery on my shoulder and was going 
to ingest marijuana,” McCall says. “They 
said, ‘No, you’re not,’ and I showed them 
my license and everything and told them, 
‘You can treat me like a criminal and 
drug test me eight times a month, but 
you have a choice: I can use this, or I can 
use OxyContin.’” 



want more bread!” demands 
the only voice capable of mak¬ 
ing McCall appear timid. 

“I know she doesn’t get to 
have any bread like this at home because 
my dad’s a real Nazi about her eating 
healthy, so I let her have it when we go 
out,” McCall says, cutting off a piece of 
bread for the 4-year-old sitting next to 
him. He offers his daughter, London, 
some of the seared tuna that both he and 
his petite, blonde, “awesome mellow 
chick” of a girlfriend, Samantha, ordered. 
She declines in favor of bread and twirls 
in the booth to show off her leather “rock 
star jacket” to everyone who can see her 
in the White House, McCall’s favorite 
Laguna Beach restaurant. 

“The one good thing about all of these 
injuries is that it means I’ve gotten to 
spend almost every single day with my 
daughter,” says McCall, mentioning that 
her juvenile rheumatoid arthritis has 
given McCall a new cause to learn about 
and support. “People say, ‘Oh, you deserve 
an award for raising her on your own,’ 
and I’m like, ‘Fuck you. No, I don’t.’ I 
had a kid, so I raised the kid—that’s what 
you’re supposed to do. Just because there 
are a bunch of shitty parents out there 
who are too fucked up on drugs or what¬ 
ever to want to be around their kid, that 
doesn’t mean what I’m doing is some¬ 
thing special. 

“Maybe it’s because I’ve gotten older, or 
maybe I’m just old-school, but I’m a man, 
and I want a wife and kids and a proper 


family life,” he continues. “I’ve never 
been able to give that to my daughter, but 
now I can. This year, I was in bed before 
midnight on New Year’s Eve. I’m just not 
partying anymore like I used to. I’m over a 
lot of that shit. It was exhausting.” 

It’s thoughts like those that make 
McCall believe he’s in the right place 
for a final run at a UFC champion¬ 
ship. There’s still a way to go—he lost 
his last match in January, dropping a 
catchweight bout against John Lineker 
after his opponent missed his weight (at 
130, he was over the requirement by 5 
pounds). And he’s already making plans 
for a post-MMA future—with ideas for a 
cryotherapy spot in Lake Forest and San 
Clemente, even thoughts of getting into 
the medicinal-marijuana world. But with 
a truly stable support system for the first 
time in his UFC career, McCall wants 
to show the world why he was once the 
top-ranked 125-pounder and win that 
elusive flyweight title. 

“I did promise my mother that one 
more big injury and I’d retire,” McCall 
says. “I’ll always be fighting somewhere, 
but it might be in a gym instead of in 
front of a bunch of people. Demetri- 
ous [Johnson] is a great champion; he’s, 
pound for pound, one of the best. But I 
know I can beat him; I know I can prove 
that I’m, pound for pound, one of the 
best. And I know I can be an even better 
champion. Otherwise, there’s no point in 
me doing this.”

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Up On the Roof

Get the burger and enjoy the stunning views at Skyloft’s rooftop bar next to 

Laguna’s Main Beach

W hile in college, I once rode 
in a friend's old, window¬ 
less van. It had a hole in 
the floorboard, next to 
an exhaust pipe that spewed its fumes 
into the cabin. After I got out, every inch 
of me—my clothes, my hair, my skin- 
smelled as if I'd been hickory smoked, as 
though I were a slab of brisket in Texas, 
except with a big smear of 10w30 oil. I 
had flashbacks of that ride as I ate Sky- 
loft's barbecue. It is, without question, the 
smokiest plate of meat I've ever tasted. 
Hours after consuming it, my burps 
reeked of its bitter smoke. I could smell it 
in my nostrils. I felt it coming out of my 
pores. It haunted me the rest of that after¬ 
noon as if I were possessed by the ghost of 
hickories past. 

Every molecule of the baby back ribs, 
every slice of the brisket, even the herb- 
crusted half-chicken Skyloft serves were 
so completely saturated with smoke that 
the glaze slathered on the ribs and the au 
jus dip for the brisket barely registered. If 
some readjustment to its barbecue is due, 
it's because Skyloft is new. For now, the 
restaurant doesn't even have a sign, just 
two flapping banners above the one for 
Tommy Bahama on the outside of Laguna 
Beach's historic Heisler building. 

You get the feeling that when Mozam¬ 
bique owner Ivan Spiers secured the lease 
on this space that was once Rock'N Fish, 
the first thing he saw was the potential 
of its rooftop deck. He most likely envi¬ 
sioned the bar he'd set up there, the views 
of the sunset over Main Beach, his cus¬ 


tomers clinking cocktail glasses under the 
stars. The thought of what kind of food 
he'd serve here, I imagine, came later. 

But Spiers is right to have coveted the 
space. The city approved Rock'N Fish's 
plans for Laguna Beach's first rooftop 
deck, but the seafood restaurant never 
got around to implementing it before it 
shuttered in late 2014. Now that it's open 
as Skyloft, you should insist on a seat up 
top. With soaring vantage points, you see 
it all: waves crashing on sand, the sur¬ 
rounding hills and the pedestrian bustle 
of PCH. But even without the deck, 
Skyloft is already sprawling. Its second 
floor is a maze of rooms that includes a 
bar, a private dining area, a second dining 
room and a lit stage with instruments for 
nightly live music acts. But as the sun sets, 
the second floor is deserted. Everyone 
who comes to Skyloft wants to be on that 
deck—and not necessarily to eat barbecue. 

Burgers and club sandwiches, three¬ 
tiered things cut into fourths that come 
in either turkey or tri-tip, seem to be the 
most popular items. I tried the cheese¬ 
burger on my second visit, and I realized 
then it was the perfect food to eat on the 
rooftop. Unlike with the ribs, I didn't have 
to divert my attention from the vistas as I 
ate. Despite its size, the sturdy bun con¬ 
tained everything stuffed inside it snugly 
without any seepage of sauce or juice. 

It was one of the neatest burgers I've 
encountered. The thick, loosely packed, 
half-pound patty was seared to a lovely 
crust with just enough tomato, lettuce, 
garlic mayo and red onion to counteract 


its beefiness. And it came with fries cov¬ 
ered by a little bit of batter—my favorite 
kind. It was also on that second visit that 
I tried the better rendition of baby backs, 
the Firecracker Ribs, an appetizer that has 
the same smoky bones cut into individual 
portions, deep-fried, then shellacked in a 
sticky-sweet, tangy, spicy sauce that man¬ 
ages to finally balance out the smoke. 

Skyloft offers other vaguely Southern- 
styled items, including tiny hockey pucks 
of cornbread studded with bits of corn 
kernels and jalapenos, as well as aver¬ 
sion of gumbo that's less hearty stew and 
more light soup. But I liked how the rice 
absorbed the gently spiced broth, turning 
the gumbo into a warm bowl of snugly 
comfort food. And I could've eaten a 
dozen of the cornbread pucks despite the 
rock-hard ramekin of butter the kitchen 
neglected to soften. 

But even considering all the barbecue 
and jambalaya, Skyloft is still a purely 
California construct, with kale in the Cae¬ 
sar salad and turkey in the chili. Its most 
inspired dish is a messy, tempura-covered 
halved avocado that's topped with shrimp, 
crawfish tails, sweet corn relish and a 
zigzag of Cajun aioli—an appetizer that 
tastes less Southern and more Southern 
Californian, especially when you eat it on 
that rooftop bar at sunset, surrounded by 
the Laguna glitterati.

L ast month, I did a listicle online predict¬ 
ing the next 10 Mexican-food dishes 
that Americans would obsess about 
in 2016. True to form, my No. 2 choice, 
chilaquiles, already got plugs from Rick 
Bayless and The New York Times. I didn't 
include champurrado, the thick, choc¬ 
olate-spiked drink that has nourished 
Mexicans since the time of the Olmecs, 
because I thought gabachosweren't 
ready. But already in this young year. I've 
seen champurrado name-checked in 
hipster publications, with the crazy Yelp 
kids and even in corporate OC offices. 

And not a moment too soon: Nearly every 
Mexican restaurant cooks pots of it dur¬ 
ing the winter—and given the onset of El 
Nino, it's time for ustedesto learn howto 
love the rich, nourishing bebida. 

A great place to start is Las 3 Princesas, 
a panaderfa in SanTana stocked with pan 
dulces of every provenance. But more 
than just selling empanadas (on trays 
demarcated by pictures of the fruit jelly 
inside), conchas (as small as your palm or 
as big as a hubcap), and that weird, flaky 
pastry called orejas that's a total ripoff of 
the French palmier. Las 3 Princesas is a 
rarity in these parts: It's a Oaxacan bak¬ 
ery. So in addition to pastries and breads, 
it carries foodstuffs essential for Oaxacan 
immigrants: milky quesillo, bitter Mexican 
chocolate, herbs and other specialties 
from the motherland. The biggest seller 
is the pan de muerto, offered here year- 
round instead of just during the traditional 
Dia de los Muertos period. Scented with 
orange flower water and nearly dripping 
with granulated sugar, it makes conchas 
taste as sweet as a storm drain. Even 
better are the pan de ams (yep: anise- 
flavored bread) and rolls stuffed with 
Oaxacan chocolate. 

But back to the champurrado. It's 
made fresh every morning, but get there 
early: Once Las 3 Princesas is out, it's 
out. If it is, get the cinnamon-flavored 
cafe de canela instead—or, better yet, 
come early the next morning and fill a 
Thermos® with the champurrado, the 
better to drink throughout the day. Let 
Las 3 Princesas teach you the champur¬ 
rado ways—and when you've graduated 
from that course, let's talk ponche ....

Chicken Soup for the Egyptian Soul 

Molokhia at Olive Tree 




W hat the hell are jute 
leaves?” I asked 
Yasmin, my former 
editorial assistant 

who’s now kicking ass at the Huffington 
Post. We were catching up over lunch at 
Anaheim’s legendary Olive Tree restaurant. 

“I’m not sure,” she replied. “But they’re 
good in molokhia!” 

We both stared at a massive bowl of the 
Egyptian stew, steaming and emerald and 
waiting to be devoured. While Olive Tree 
is rightfully hailed across the country for a 
menu that highlights regional dishes from 
the Middle East, from Jordan to Syria to 
Palestine and beyond, the regulars gravitate 
toward the molokhia. Considered one of 
Egypt’s national dishes, it’s a soup eaten 
whether hot or rainy, day or night. And its 
star is the jute leaf, which chefs boil down 
until it boasts the same texture and earthi-

ness as okra. Olive Tree also throws some 
chopped chicken at the bottom of the bowl— 
Campbell’s by the Nile otherwise known as 
Brookhurst Avenue in Little Arabia. 

One thing about molokhia: It’s not 
really meant to be eaten as a soup. When 
I started scarfing it down, Olive Tree co- 
owner Alan Abdo laughed. “No, you’re 
supposed to pour it over rice,” he said, 
gesturing toward my plate of fluffy para¬ 
dise. I did, the molokhia got even better, 
and this year started right.

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Yuzu Beer Cocktail at 
Crazy Rock’N Sushi 

I f you've been to Chomp, Riptide and RA, 
you're going to like Crazy Rock'N Sushi in 
Irvine, which is in the same bro-sushi genre not 
only because it utilizes the word "Crazy" and 
"Rock'N" in its name to attract a certain kind of 
customer, but also because its list of alcoholic 
drinks is as long as the one for sauced-up 
sushi rolls. There's the usual roster of sake, but 
also wines from both grape and plum; shochu 
and cocktails based on the shochu; and beers 
from the Japanese trinity of Sapporo, Asahi 
and Kirin, as well as bottles from domestic 
brands and a few Japanese microbreweries. 

The Sapporo, though, is on draft and 
it's from this that the restaurant builds its 
inevitable sake bombs and what seems the 
specialty of the house: the beer cocktails. 



THE DRINK 

Crazy Rock'N Sushi's beer cocktails exist 
in six flavors, including strawberry, green 
apple, grape, lychee and peach. It's basically 
the Sapporo flavored with the same syrup 
with which the restaurant doctors the ice 
tea and "Japanese-style sodas." The yuzu 
flavoring, however, is exclusive to the beer 
cocktail. And when you order one, you'll find 
it doesn't taste as cloying as you thought. 
Instead, it's effervescent. Think Martinelli's 
with a floral citrus at the finish, but alco¬ 
holic—in a whole mug filled to the brim.

Kevin Hart motor mouths again in the funny/^/c/eA/ong 2

A sure-bet time-waster with 
a clutch of big laughs? A 
100-minute brief on Holly¬ 
wood’s lack of imagination? 
Grist for future essays about how quickly 
the idea of Ice “Fuck tha Police” Cube 
playing a gun-happy hero cop became 
routine? Whatever you make of Ride Along 
2 beforehand is certain to be what you 
make of it as you cruise with it. Tim Story’s 
sequel to a buddy-cop comedy—that itself 
was only “original” in the legal sense—is 
made up entirely of scenes you’ve seen 
before, starring actors you’re familiar with 
doing the kinds of things they usually do. 
As with your smartphone, it’s a testament 
to the theory of interchangeable parts, a 
perfectly engineered product that, if you’re 
charitable, you might also think of in terms 
of art. There’s certainly culture-pretzeled 
weirdness to behold here, some of it delib¬ 
erate: the tense early scene in which Cube 
confronts Atlanta’s top drug dealer, a scary 
white man, until pipsqueak Kevin Hart 
bounces up in a lowrider Impala, bump¬ 
ing Iggy Azalea’s “Fancy”? When I fire my 
pistol, you can start your think pieces. 

But every time I started to believe there 
was some parodic impulse behind the film¬ 
makers’ re-casting of cliches. Cube’s char¬ 
acter would punch a suspect in custody 
or commit some other violation of civil 
liberties that the film invites us to cheer. 

In the tradition of Police Academy sequels, 
a big case compels the bickering cops of 


RideAlongto journey to Miami. You may 
wonder: Is it a gag the establishing shots of 
cityscapes are spliced together with estab¬ 
lishing shots of asses. Fast St Furious style? 
In the future, will filmmakers dispense 
with the cityscapes altogether and just set 
the scene with region-specific booty? 

As the film barrels along. Story’s cheery 
leering proves itself a directorial hallmark. 
It’s a staple of cop movies that Olivia 
Munn, as a tough-cookie Miami homicide 
detective, must showcase spectacular 
cleavage during the sequence in which 
the heroes infiltrate a gala at a billionaire’s 
home. But Story and company go above 
and beyond, contriving to have her show 
up at a crime scene fresh from Pilates—and 
go about her police work in her sports bra. 

But, like the crowd I saw this with, I 
laughed quite a bit. (They applauded, 
even.) For once, the worst gag—a weakly 
staged encounter between Hart and a CGI 
alligator—is the one spoiled in the trailers. 
Again, Hart plays a rookie wannabe eager 
to team up with Cube’s movie-cop badass, 
and, again. Cube’s character has to deal 
with the fact that Hart has won the love 
of his sister. The drama, this time, isn’t 
just whether they’ll bring down the villain 
you know they’ll bring down. It’s whether 
Cube will say something nice in a toast at 
the climactic wedding. 

In the years since Barbershop (2002), 
Story has backed away from personal style 
in favor of sturdy scene-by-scene compe¬ 


tence. As in the first Ride Along, he’s not 
pushy as he sets up the gags, and even the 
ones in which you can see the joke com¬ 
ing never go exactly the way you might 
expect. When Hart, here, stands on top 
of a chair, and then on top of a table, you 
know he’s going to get his noggin knocked 
by the ceiling fan, but Story trusts his actor 
to dictate the timing. Later, a backyard 
foot chase keeps topping itself, with Hart 
and Ken Jeong crashing through barbe¬ 
cues, scrambling over fences and vaulting 
off trampolines—as the mayhem escalates, 
the hilarity does, too, which is rare in 
noisy action set pieces. Throughout, Story 
never loses sight of the eccentric specifici¬ 
ties of these performers, even in the not- 
bad car chase, which Hart’s character, the 
driver, gets through by envisioning it all as 
Grand Theft Auto. That’s kind of what the 
pre-viz teams do with blockbuster action 
scenes already, so let’s credit Ride Along 
2 with one more satiric point. (Another 
suggestion of more thoughtful intentions: 
KRS-One’s furious “Sound of da Police” 
booms over the end credits.) 

Story isn’t always generous with his 
performers. Munn’s detective leads the 
villain (a lean and wicked Benjamin Bratt) 
through seductive paces on the dance 
floor, but we never really get to see these 
stars glide together. Instead, the film keeps 
cutting to Hart yelling at that gator. Cube, 
meanwhile, is fine as the tough guy who 
melts, just a little, at his admirer’s pluck. 


The Kzde A/ong series casts Hart as a 
Melissa McCarthy character, the person 
everyone overlooks but who could achieve 
greatness. Hart has played that before, 
but unlike McCarthy, he doesn’t have 
a sympathetic Paul Feig to build a Spy 
around him—a careful, caring movie that 
convinces us to believe in its lead. Instead, 
Ride Along is another revue-like setting 
for its star to demonstrate his chops. 

Kevin Hart movies belong to Kevin 
Hart the way Sonny Rollins albums belong 
to Sonny, no matter who’s in the band. 
Hart doesn’t get as much solo time here 
as he did in The Wedding Ringer—a. shaky 
film that still cannily showcased both his 
anarchic yapping and his leading-man 
suavity—and on occasion, the direction 
he seems to have been given is “Be loud 
and annoying for a couple of minutes.” 

But, as in his standup. Hart dazzles when 
he has material worth his considerable 
motor-mouth talents. His hilarious rants 
here about the meanings of ringtones, or 
how his and Cube’s characters should call 
themselves “The Brothers-in-Law,” or 
how much surviving a police shoot-out 
would hurt? They’ll forever be highlights 
of his already swollen highlight reel.

MOONWALKERS Character-actor god 
Ron Perlman carries unimaginative 
drug-comedy Moom/i/a//rers whenever 
its creators fail to follow through on their 
admirably brazen, Babel-high concept: 
What if the CIA really did try to pay 
Stanley Kubrick to fake the moon landing? 
Armed with a bottomless cache of deep 
sighs and tough-guy scowls, Perlman 
plays Kidman, a PTSD-afflicted govern¬ 
ment agent hired to make Kubrick film 
Apollo 11's arrival on the moon—a plan 
that gets upended when a shifty band 
manager (Harry Potter's Rupert Grint) 
dupes him into hiring a Kubrick imperson¬ 
ator. Set in an Across-the-Universe-W\e6 
dream version of London during the end 
of the swinging/mod/psychedelically- 
spaced-out late 1960s, Moonwalkers 
focuses primarily on Grint's Jonny, a 
generic underdog who tries to pay off 
a local gangster with Kidman's money. 
Kidman forces Jonny to help him after 
he learns that Jonny doesn't represent 
Kubrick. But Jonny and his pretentious— 
though seldom amusing—drug-fueled 
artist friends push the plot much further 
along than Kidman does. That relatively 
subordinate role allows Perlman the 
freedom to be Grint's straight-man and 
stare down kitschy signs of the times, like 
when he glowers at a coffee table built 
on top of a Malcolm-McLaren-meets- 
the-Korova-Milk-Bar-style sculpture of 
a bondage leather-clad blow-up doll. 
Perlman is hysterical when Kidman 
predictably succumbs to the charms of 
sex, drugs and rock and roll, as when he 
trips out on acid and becomes obsessed 
with a nondescript door handle. Nothing 
in Moonwalkers matches Perlman's per¬ 
formance, but he frequently elevates des- 
perate-to-please gags to stoner-comedy 
greatness. (R) Simon Abrams. Regency 
Westminster W, Westminster.

ONGOING 

CONCUSSION Concussion isn't much of a 
movie, but it's a fascinating bellwether for 
where the National Football League cur¬ 
rently stands on chronic traumatic enceph¬ 
alopathy (GTE), the degenerative brain 
disease associated with many of its former 
players. As it happens, the human brain 
isn't supposed to whip against the skull like 
a crash-test dummy. Blows to the head can 
have devastating long-term effects. Much 
like The Insider, Peter Landesman's film 
uses a real-life whistleblower to expose 
the evils of a multi-billion-dollar institution. 
Opening in 2002, Concussion toWows Dr. 
Bennet Omalu (Will Smith), a Nigerian 
forensic pathologist who conducts autop¬ 
sies in a Pittsburgh coroner's office. The 
50-year-old body of Mike Webster (David 
Morse), a former Hall-of-Fame center for 
the Pittsburgh Steelers, reveals disturbing 
evidence of what Omalu would later iden¬ 
tify as GTE. Landesman, a former journalist, 
dutifully follows the breadcrumbs as Omalu 
accumulates findings from more dead 
athletes, gains a powerful ally in former 
Steelers team doctor Julian Bailes (Alec 
Baldwin) and comes under intense scru¬ 
tiny from the league, the media and local 
sports crazies. Just getting all the facts 
straight is a lot for one movie to handle, 
to say nothing of offering a thorough look 
at the metastasizing implications for the 
culture and business of America's game. 


The NFL will likely tar the film with the 
relentlessness of Scientology's attack on 
Going G/ear. A title as blunt as Concussion 
would seem to function as a narrative 
North Star, but scenes of Omalu's courtship 
with his wife Prema (a squandered Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw) consistently take the movie 
off-topic. Is this a film about brain trauma 
or a Will Smith vehicle? (PG-13) Scott 
Tobias. Countywide. 

CREED Ryan Googler's Greer/wants all of 
the Rocky 6rama but invests in none of 
the smarts. It's set in Philadelphia, the 
Mount Olympus of movie boxing, where 
Adonis "Hollywood" Johnson, illegitimate 
son of Apollo Greed, pilgrimages to learn 
footwork from that legendary oracle. 

Rocky Balboa, played as ever by Sylvester 
Stallone. Now, supposedly, he's here to 
pass the gloves to rising talent Michael B. 
Jordan and become his Burgess Meredith- 
like mentor. But after seven rounds as the 
Italian Stallion, Stallone can't let go of the 
spotlight—even though he barely has a 
handle on his own character. His Balboa 
has been Xeroxed too many times; he's 
all blurry around the edges. When Adonis 
uploads his jumprope routine to the cloud. 
Rocky is mystified. "What cloud?" he 
grunts, looking at the sky, a joke that could 
pop up in any movie about any retiree. 

The movie around him is just as vague. 
After his fifteenth win at a slum club in 
Tijuana, Adonis quits a vague white-collar 
job (insurance? banking? law?) to go pro. 
Why? He's rich, not desperate or dumb. 
Adonis can't answer that question, and 
neither can the film, which vacillates 
between believing he needs to prove 
himself as an individual and framing boxing 
as an inheritable disease. Even the bouts 
themselves are easily distracted. Googler 
likes to use swirling single takes, which 
feel visceral and frightening—Greed's bat¬ 
tle against Leo "The Lion" Sporino (Gabe 
Rosado) is a literal knockout—but mis¬ 
steps by keeping the camera so close we 
often can't even see the fighters' fists. He'd 
rather pan over to look at blood-spatters, 
ice buckets, bikini girls, anywhere but the 
ring. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE DANISH GIRL The Danish Girl, Tom 
Hooper's portrait of Jazz Age painters 
Gerda Wegener and her spouse, Einar, 
who butterflied into Lili Elbe via the first 
sexual-assignment surgery, is about gen¬ 
der and it isn't. Like its subject, it's fatally 
resolved to fit an ideal: the noble Oscar- 
bait biopic. If the script swapped transsex¬ 
uality for heroin addiction, the beats would 
scarcely change. There are secret jaunts, 
desperate doctor visits, pleas to change, 
and, finally, the slow, chilly acceptance 
that a partner simply can't. The film's 
about how love can endure even when the 
person you married vanishes. Reminiscing 
one night on their bed, now divided 
chastely in two by a sheet, Gerda (Alicia 
Vikander) smiles that it "wasn't so long 
ago we were married, you and me." "You 
and Einar," corrects Lili (Eddie Redmayne). 
Redmayne plays Lili like a saint. Yet there's 
sedition in the script and a showdown for 
the film's soul as Vikander, the stronger 
actor of the two, forces us to witness how 
much her wife loses to give Lili life. I've 
seen it twice and I still can't figure out 
how Hooper feels about these characters. 
He at first presents this as a sort of horror 
story. Then there's Lili's exaggerated, sim¬ 
pering body language, all head-ducking 
and languid caresses, which she learns 
studying a peep-show stripper—someone 
playacting a faux femininity for men. Still, 
perversely, we can't help noticing that 


their marriage becomes increasingly hier¬ 
arch i c a I—p ra cti c a I ly p atri a rc h a I—with 
Lili forcing Gerda to submit to her terms. 
Gerda is ditched at dinners, abandoned at 
her art shows, and thrust into celibacy. No 
matter what the empathetic score might 
insist—Lili can still act like a dick (R) Amy 
Nicholson.

THE GOOD DINOSAUR The Good 
Dinosaur\s another episodic growing-up 
adventure story, here copy-pasted over 
with the one kid obsession yet to be given 
Pixar's feature-film treatment. Still, the 
vistas are gorgeous, and the setup is 
clever—and certain to upset creationist 
types. Underpinning the usual hero's- 
journey jazz is an alt-history what-if. 
Sixty-five million years ago, we're told, 
the asteroid that killed the dinosaurs got 
knocked slightly off course, whizzing close 
enough to Earth that it briefly dazzles 
some munching diplodocuses. The story 
kicks in millions of years later. The Land 
AfterJhe Land Before Time. Dinos have 
thrived: They've developed agriculture, 
language, home-building, chicken-rearing, 
and the techniques of lesson-oriented 
parenting. Apatosaurus runt Arlo is born 
with two siblings to kindly farmer par¬ 
ents—Mom and Dad till their cornfields by 
nosing their sauropod faces into the dirt 
and nudging forward. How these hand- 
and finger-free lizards erect a stone silo 
is a mystery that the momentum-minded 
Pixar can't be bothered with—instead, it's 
in a rush to subordinate this science fic¬ 
tion Earth to a standard-issue Disney plot 
in which a young'un gets separated from 
family and then comes of age by almost 
dying lots of times. Soon, young Arlo faces 
tragedy and is lost in the wild, eager to 
get back home to his mother—and to 
prove himself mighty and courageous like 
his father. You'll probably cry a little, but 
you might nod off, too. One curiosity: This 
movie has a sharper, crazier psilocybin 
freak-out than the 'shroom-fueled The 
Night Before. When this comes on at your 
family Thanksgiving next year, keep an eye 
peeled. (PG) Alan Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE HATEFUL EIGHT Here's to Quentin 
Tarantino's cussed perversity. The Hateful 
Eight, his intimate suspenseful western 
splatter-horror comedy, has been shot at 
great expense in the long-gone 70 mm 
format, but the movie itself is set almost 
entirely in cramped interiors. He's hired 
Ennio Morricone to score the thing, 
but don't expect rousing new western 
themes—the music is tense and loop¬ 
ing. And the first time a white character 
has a chance to speak that slur that is to 
Tarantino movies what "breakin' my balls" 
is to Scorsese's, that white guy—a wal¬ 
rus-mustachioed bounty hunter embodied 
by Kurt Russell - politely opts for "black 
fella" instead. Tarantino seems determined 
to upend your every expectation. Here's an 
octet of gun-toting bastards sitting out a 
blizzard and striving for politeness despite 
detesting each other on grounds of race, 
region and politics. It's as honest a movie 
as there's ever been about America during 
the holidays. But don't think Tarantino is 
changing on us. Soon everyone is expec¬ 
torating "nigger" at each other, and after 
reels of diverting 1870s tough-guy dialogue 
comedy, with bounty hunters of uncertain 
allegiance holed up in a Wyoming frontier 
way station, the movie twists into nasti¬ 
ness beyond anything you might antici¬ 
pate. There are new elements: Samuel L. 
Jackson aces some Miss Marple sleuth 
work, and there's a moving ballad sung 
by Jennifer Jason Leigh. (To say more 


about her haunting, demented turn would 
spoil Tarantino's plotting.) But the writer/ 
director's hallmarks abound. Here again 
are chatty killers and the pretzeled-history 
pleasure of seeing minorities kaboom the 
brains of their oppressors all over beauti¬ 
fully appointed period film sets. And for all 
its shock-talk. The Hateful Eight airs pain¬ 
ful truths about race in America. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

JOY In most of his eight films, choreographer 
of chaos and screwball scion David 0. 
Russell has assembled boisterous, buoy¬ 
ant casts. His manic ensemble players, 
like those in Silver Linings Playbook and 
American Hustle, carom off one another, 
their high-pitched energy keeping the 
movies bustling and busy. Plenty of char¬ 
acters still crowd the frame and clamor¬ 
ously vie for our attention in Joy, Russell's 
latest, loosely based on the life of Joy 
Mangano, the now 59-year-old inventor of 
the Miracle Mop. But the director seems 
to be trying to emulate what used to called 
the "woman's picture," a genre exempli¬ 
fied by Mildred Pierce (1945), another tale 
of a female entrepreneur. Russell has built 
the film around his regular troupe member 
Jennifer Lawrence—who is burdened by 
the banalities littering Jo/s script. Many of 
the movie's platitudes revolve around fam¬ 
ily: Joy, which follows its Long Island-born 
heroine from her early 20s to roughly her 
mid-40s, devotes much of its running time 
to illustrating the shopworn idea that our 
closest kin can be our stealthiest sabo¬ 
teurs. Joy still lives in her childhood home, 
a two-story structure crowded with three 
generations, including her beloved grand¬ 
mother (Diane Ladd, who also narrates) 
and her own two tiny kids. "I don't want 
to end up like my family," Joy laments, her 
declaration echoing the theme explored 
in The Fighter ar]6 Silver Linings Playbook 
(if not the words of probably every person 
who's ever sat in a therapist's office). 

Those earlier films elevated—or at least 
enlivened—that truism via the outra¬ 
geousness of many of the players. But the 
disorder found in Joy Is a reflection only of 
odd tonal shifts in the film itself. (PG-13) 
Melissa Anderson. Countywide. 

SISTERS If you've ever seen a dumb party 
movie, you can predict what happens in 
Sisters, the Una Fey/Amy Poehler com¬ 
edy about sisters revisiting the Orlando 
McMansion of their youth to pack up their 
bedrooms and throw one last rager. Once 
the drugs and booze start flowing, the 
evening is a mess: There will be fights, 
dancing and destruction, and probably 
foam from the ceiling. Suds and secrets 
spill all over the house. Fey and Poehler 
even divide into typical archetypes. Fey's 
Kate is the unhinged, oversexed loon while 
Poehler's Maura has the self-sacrificial 
prudery of a kid who spent her life clean¬ 


ing up after her older sister's wreckage. 
Their shared bedroom is a wreck, a jumble 
of detritus that captures growing up girl. 
You might get restless as director Jason 
Moore (Pitch Perfect establishes their 
wearily predictable dynamic. It's tired stuff, 
but after two decades of friendship. Fey 
and Poehler know how to sell their char¬ 
acters' bond. They generously egg each 
other on to look even funnier, and Poehler 
may be the best straight-worn an of her 
generation. Once the bash really gets 
going, I was swept up in the chaos and 
happily clicked off my brain. Screenwriter 
Paula Pell classes up the dumb stuff with 
a touch of depth—these revelers, mature- 
ish people with mortgages and children, 
savor this night because, as Poehler yelps, 
"We know we could die tomorrow!" Pell 
unabashedly writes for and from a female 
POV, trusting that we'll get the joke when 
Maya Rudolph, as a bitter mean girl, 
claims she vengefully flushed a tampon 
down the toilet and Fey counters, "You're 
pads all the way, and we know it!" (R)

STAR WARS: THE FORCE AWAKENS 
With six films already in the series, and 
four since any of the good ones, J.J. 
Abrams and co-writers Lawrence Kasdan 
and Michael Arndt had to make The Force 
Awakens a crowd-pleasing hit. To ensure 
it, they've copied the arc of the original 
Star Wars. Once again, we open in medias 
res with a scroll of text, a pan down to 
the stars, and a beauty shot of a giant 
destroyer. And once again, we have the 
Dark Side hunting a droid carrying a hid¬ 
den message, the orphaned desert scav¬ 
enger who blunders into protecting it, and 
that same old smuggler and his bipedal 
dog who inadvertently sign on as escorts, 
even though Harrison Ford can barely be 
bothered to look nervous in a firefight. 
Abrams has also added two fantastic char¬ 
acters, played by two 23-year-old actors 
who are clearly thrilled to be aboard. First 
is the athletic, resourceful Rey (Daisy 
Ridley, already a movie star in her very 
first film). Just as charismatic is John 
Boyega as Finn, a former stormtrooper 
fobbing himself off as a resistance fighter. 
Seven films into the saga, this is the only 
time we're allowed to empathize with a 
grunt. The emotion doesn't last long. Soon, 
we're rooting for Finn and his new friends 
to pew-pew-die his former colleagues. 

Our heroes are pursued by yet another 
black-helmeted villain (Adam Driver). Gan 
the Rebels—er, now they're called the 
Resistance—save the day in what literally 
plays like just one long day zipped through 
at light-speed without bathroom breaks? 

If not, look out, universe! Everything is 
the same, only bigger. Still, its rusticity is 
welcome after those overly shiny prequels.

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The Loh Down 

Sandra Tsing Loh shares—and shares and shares—in The Madwoman In the Volvo

I f you were born a man, as defined 
by the lofty scientific definition 
of being yanked out of mommy 
equipped with a rooster and a pair 
of peanuts, one possible thought drifting 
through your mind about 10 minutes into 
The Madwoman In the Volvo might be: 
“How the fuck do I get out of here?” 

Ifis not that Sandra Tsing Loh's 90-ish- 
minute meditation on her midlife crisis 
isnT frequently funny or brutally honest. 
It’s that her crisis is so talky and female¬ 
centric—involving menopause, eating 
one’s feelings, weight and appearance, 
relationship difficulties, and mother¬ 
hood—that some men (and maybe even 
some women) may have a hard time car¬ 
ing about her genuine account of climbing 
up the hill to 50 and finding she’s losing 
her grip on what has mostly propelled 
that journey: herself 

Now, it’s not that men shouldn’t care 
about those issues. After all, as Loh 
explains early on, women between the 
ages of 45 and 65 are the largest demo¬ 
graphic in America, and, at some point 
in every man’s life, he’s encountered one 
or two of them. And a frank conversation 
about the reality of menopause and the 
hormonal changes undergone by women 
before, during and after “the change” is 
the kind of thing that one doesn’t see 
often in the mainstream anything. 

But provoking an honest, open dialogue 
about an issue that most men—hell, most 
people—probably don’t want to think 
about unless they’re experiencing it isn’t 
the same as writing an engaging play that 
opens a window into an all-too-familiar- 
but-seldom-talked-about experience 
endured by so many. And while Volvo 
is fimny and compelling at times, Loh’s 
story is so steeped in Her journey and Her 
struggles and Her attempts to cope—or 
inability to cope—that, at times, it feels 
less like you’re an audience member being 
empowered with information and insight 
and more like a hostage confined in a pri¬ 
vate Facebook group for women. And that 
one chick just will not stop sharing.... 

Channeling Dante, Loh (who wrote 
and stars as herself in the play, which 
is directed by the always-capable Lisa 
Peterson) begins the play by informing the 
audience that midway through her life’s 
journey, she found herself in dark woods. 
She then introduces two actresses (the 
excellent Caroline Aaron and Shannon 
Holt) who will help relate her story (Loh, 
a regular contributor to NPR, is known 
theatrically for her one-person shows; 
while Volvo isn’t one, per se, its autobio¬ 
graphical, confessional structure is the 
next closest thing to it). When a member 


of her writer’s group, who is about to turn 
50, announces that she wants to celebrate 
the milestone by attending Burning Man, 
the women gather in an RV, driven by 
Loh’s male agent, and head off to the 
playa. While watching the burning of the 
temple, Loh realizes she’s in love with her 
agent, which ignites the personal burning 
of her life. Complicating matters is that 
Loh soon misses her first period—and she 
isn’t pregnant. 

To Loh’s enviable credit, she is pain¬ 
fully honest about what transpires. While 
she is both protagonist and antagonist, 
there’s no attempt to elicit sympathy 
through mawkish appeals. And she pep¬ 
pers everything with laughs, whether it’s a 
dreary dinner with her kids at Hometown 
Buffet or a hilarious account of going to a 
Fourth of July party for divorced parents. 

But unless you’re invested in Loh’s 
story from the beginning—and make no 
mistake, this is her story—the frequent 
allusions to kale, gluten and the male 
Peter Pan complex can grow tiring. It’s 
not until she resurrects the shadow of her 
mother and relates in flashback her ter¬ 
rible descent from menopause into a long, 
deteriorating depression that someone 
else’s experience factors into the equation. 
But even then, her mother’s agony seems 
less about her mom and more about serv¬ 


ing as a delayed wake-up call to Loh about 
the dire need to figure out a way to keep 
from following her path. 

It’s the inability to connect her tale to a 
more universal mosaic that most stymies 
Loh’s story. There are glimpses, particu¬ 
larly toward the end, when Loh intimates 
that rather than menopause signaling 
women shifting into barren irrelevance, 
it’s more of a rekindling of feminine 
energy, a return to a time before puberty 
when they were not defined by society as 
merely reproductive vessels. That is a Big 
Idea, something any woman could relate 
to, as is an ever Bigger Idea, that age is 
merely a social construct and anyone at 
any time in their life can re-orient them¬ 
selves to follow their passion. 

Unfortunately, all of that is overshad¬ 
owed by Loh’s diary-like account of her 
struggle. It may be true that, as Thoreau 
wrote, most men lead lives of quiet des¬ 
peration. But it’s clear from Volvo that 
many a woman does as well. And it’s 
equally clear that some of us are just a bit 
louder and longer-winded about it.

S ince April 2014, David Guzman 
has been documenting homeless 
people he's met and befriended in 
Orange County by publishing photo¬ 
graphs of their faces and stories about 
their lives in a zine called Solace. 
Whenever he sells one, of which there 
are currently six volumes, a portion of 
the proceeds go toward giving a meal 
to a homeless person. 

"One day, I acknowledged how 
blessed of a life I lived and how well off 
I was financially," recalls Guzman. "So I 
would go around and give out money to 
the homeless. It clicked: make photogra¬ 
phy zines and sell them to buy meals for 
the homeless." 

Guzman shoots his images with 35 
mm film, so the photos have a gritty, 
low-fi quality. He says he always gets to 
know his subjects first. "[Usuallly,] they 
don't know I have a camera or what 
Solace even is until after I buy them food 
or supplies they need," he says. "The 
conversation gradually leads to deep 
and random conversations." 

More recent volumes include names, 
quotes and interviews with every sub¬ 
ject. Another volume is in the works, but 
the Santa Ana-based Guzman enjoys 
taking his time, basking in the process of 
getting to know each person he photo¬ 
graphs. "[What I enjoy most about Sol¬ 
ace] is giving them a friend and showing 
them that someone does genuinely 
care about their well-being," he says. 
"I've met the most amazing and humble 
people on the streets. I love it."

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On Panthers and 
Tribal Crap 


Sid of Sid’s Tattoo Parlor 


I f you drive through Santa Ana much, 
youVe probably seen the sign for a 
tattoo shop at the corner of Tustin 
Avenue and 17th Street, right off the 
55 freeway. Thaf s Sid’s Tattoo Parlor, and 
it’s been there for about two decades—but 
the owner has been there even longer. 

“This shop is about 4 miles from the 
home I grew up in,” Sid says. “I moved 
from La Mirada to Santa Ana when I was 
about 5, and I’m still here.” 

Most of the area’s tattooers know Sid 
well, but few (if any) know his last name. 
He’s simply Sid, and he has been since he 
left nursing school to tattoo full time in 1990. 

“I started getting tattooed when I was 
young because I got into rockabilly when I 
was 12, and the older guys all had tattoos,” 

Sid says. “I started tattooing myself to save 
money, and then I figured I could make some 
money by tattooing others while I was in 
nursing school and working at a flower shop.” 

Rather than the intimidating snarl 
that many artists of his generation think 
is de rigeur for their profession, Sid’s 
smile typically resides under his trimmed 
silvery hair and pageboy hat. His shop 
reflects his personality, with bright teals 
and pinks complementing the retro 
design. “I got offered to go work for other 
people at some good shops, but I would go 
in acting like a customer, and I didn’t like 
the vibe at any of them,” Sid says. “Guys 
wouldn’t even look up when I’d go in, so I 
opened my own private studio. My wife’s 
grandfather once said that 90 percent of 
life is your job, so you better like your job.” 

Also unlike some of his fellow old- 
timers, Sid’s perfectly willing to change 
with the times. “There’s a quote that says 
something like, Tf you don’t progress 
with the future, the future will pass you 
up,”’ Sid says. “You have to adapt. I would 
always push to do a pin-up or a panther, 
but people would come in and want tribal

armbands or chrome hearts with flames, 
and I would do it.” 

These days, the old-school ink is back in 
fashion, which means a lot more pin-ups, 
panthers and other American traditional 
designs. “Eric Maaske [legendary tattooer 
and late owner of Fullerton’s Classic Tat¬ 
too] did the panther on my forearm for 
$30 because he wanted to do a panther so 
badly,” Sid says. “I told him I wanted one, 
but I’d come back another time because I 
didn’t have the money. But he said he’d do 
it for whatever I had because no one was 
getting them. Now, people come in and 
want old panther heads and whole pan¬ 
thers and pin-ups. It’s coming full circle. 
Tattoos today aren’t dated like the ’90s 
tribal and chrome stuff” 

He doesn’t mind the artform’s popular¬ 
ity or the influx of ink slingers, but the 
tattooing pride of Santa Ana does think 
some of the skill’s finer points have been 
lost with the newer artists. “There’s a loss 
of sacredness of the art and skills of tat¬ 
tooing because it’s not like oil painting or 
anything else,” Sid says. ‘You’re dealing 
with a living, organic canvas. You can’t 
just pick up a tattoo machine and start 
painting, and just because it looks good 
when you’re done doesn’t mean it’ll look 
good in a month or a year. Half of tattoo¬ 
ing is knowing your machines and tools— 
that’s where the art of tattooing got lost.”

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The 10-Year Explosion 

Ignite finally light the fuse on their latest album

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T en years is a long time for any 
band to go without recording 
a new album. Especially for 
an outfit such as Ignite, whose 
roots were planted in the politically 
conscious soil of the OC hardcore scene. 
Shouting about the world's injustices as 
they occur is the most important currency 
for OC's most respected hardcore band, 
and the bloodshed and scandals on the 
nightly news offer them plenty to work 
with. Yet that fact is the very thing that 
inspired them to return to the studio to 
light the fuse on their long-awaited new 
album. The band's nitro-filled frustration 
on A War Against You (released Jan. 8 
via Century Media Records) and subse¬ 
quent song “This Is a War” are pointed at 
the media covering all of the killing and 
destruction they address in their songs. 
The war they're talking about involves a 
battle for truthful perspective. 

'You either have a left-leaning media 
[or] a right-wing media, and there's an 
agenda behind it,” says bassist Brett 
Rasmussen. “There's so many different 
elements that go into news reporting, and 
rarely do we get the truth in the news. 
We're just being misinformed by the 
media so much and misinformed about 
what's going on in the world.” 


Ignite pride themselves on engaging 
with their fans about topics that aren't 
always conventionally sexy. Since they 
started in 1993, they've been relentless 
about addressing topics such as environ¬ 
mental disasters and Soviet Communism 
in Eastern Europe in their lyrics. As com¬ 
mitted as they are to various causes around 
the world, it's surprising the band haven't 
been putting out a record every six months. 

However, the way Rasmussen dissects 
the past decade of his band's history, the 
gap between releases feels more like a 
power nap than a coma. After releasing 
Our Darkest Days in 2006, Ignite toured 
relentlessly, playing gigs and festivals 
overseas that stretched well into 2009. 

Then lead singer Zoli Teglas signed 
on with Pennywise following the 
departure of Jim Lindberg. Meanwhile, 
Rasmussen and his band mates busied 
themselves with an array of side gigs. 
Guitarist Brian Balchack joined former 
Revelation Records band Into Another, 
drummer Craig Anderson started play¬ 
ing for LA hardcore heroes Strife, and 
Rasmussen had his own band as well. 
When they could, the members of Ignite 
toured on their old material. After three 
years, Lindberg returned to Pennywise. 
And by 2013, Ignite were in the process 


of writing for A War Against You. 

“I think we all grew in that time by hav¬ 
ing the opportunity to go do other things,” 
Rasmussen says. “And then you come step 
back in a room, and you realize how cool 
the Ignite chemistry is, but you're also 
using these new things you've added to 
your arsenal.” 

Even with the break between record¬ 
ings, heading back to Santa Ana's Maple 
Studios in 2014 with their longtime 
producer Cameron Webb was like jump¬ 
ing back into the same old comfortable 
saddle. The main challenge was decid¬ 
ing which songs out of the massive pile 
they'd written were strong enough to 
keep. “When we went in to record, we 
didn't know exactly which direction it 
was gonna go,” Rasmussen says. “We 
had about 30 to 40 songs written, so we 
started going through all the material, and 
it was easy to see which ones were gonna 
stand out and shine.” 

The final product includes 14 songs that 
combine a muscular yet melodic take on 
hardcore music that make for some mem¬ 
orable moments. Teglas' lyrics remain as 
positive and upbeat as ever, though now 
tempered with age and experience. Much 
of the album is an ode to Teglas' family 
and the immigrant struggle; he has long 


written about his own Hungarian heri¬ 
tage, as heard on previous tracks “Alive” 
and “Work.” 

Spotlighted current events including 
the Syrian refugee crisis in Europe and 
man's continued ruination of the environ¬ 
ment (which comes to the fore on the 
track “The Suffering”) echo throughout 
the album. 

Rasmussen calls A War Against You the 
band's best-sounding recording to date. 
“Musicians go in and work on songs, and a 
lot of times, the final product when you get 
the CD doesn't sound how you envision 
it,” he says. “Sonically, [this album is] night 
and day from anything else we've done.” 

Songs such as “Where I'm From” sound 
crisp and catchy, while also offering a 
strong helping of hometown pride that is 
sure to fill the pit when Ignite eventually 
make it back to OC. The song is the tru¬ 
est testament to a band whose relentless 
grind got them where they are today. 

“We take a lot of pride in that,” Ras¬ 
mussen says. “We travel all around the 
world and [go to] a lot of amazing places 
and a lot of impoverished countries, so we 
definitely are appreciative of where we 
got to grow up and live. We don't take it 
for granted.”

Keeping It Loose

Allah-Las transcend garage band status 
without losing their charm

A S one of the first bands to per¬ 
form at last year’s Coachella, 
the Allah-Las had what could 
have been a thankless task, 
playing to just a few curious onlookers. 
But by the time they took the Outdoor 
Theatre for their 2:10 p.m. set, the band 
were greeted by an enthusiastic swath of 
several thousand fans. The quartet’s laid- 
back vibes under the scorching sun were 
refreshing. The Allah-Las’ loose grooves 
and garage-pop sound provided the per¬ 
fect soundtrack for the waving palm trees. 

Following the release of 2014’s Wor¬ 
ship the Sun, the LA natives supported the 
acclaimed, trippy, surf rock album by per¬ 
forming across the globe and making fes¬ 
tival appearances at Coachella (“Having 
a trailer with [air conditioning] backstage 
was amazing!”) and Beach Goth. 

“Every year has been better for us,” says 
singer/guitarist Miles Michaud. “We’re 
getting more comfortable with touring 
and also with recording and writing. Last 
year was great, but 2016 is going to be 
even better.” 

So far, that includes plans to head 
into the studio to get cracking on a third 
album. The Allah-Las have been busy 
writing and recording demos since Sep¬ 
tember at their friend Kyle Mullarky’s 
place. Mostly, it has been Michaud and 
Pedrum Siadatian writing the songs for 
the album, and Michaud says 25 to 30 are 
possibilities to make the final cut. 

The Allah-Las are looking to rent out a 
space in Los Angeles and build out a stu¬ 
dio. Their goal is to wrap up the sessions 
by the end of February While the songs 
are only in their early stages, Michaud 
says the tracks are experimental, moving 
away from the garage sound that marked 


their earlier material. But how exactly the 
songs will sound is yet to be fully deter¬ 
mined at this juncture. 

“It just feels like music to us like it 
always has,” Michaud says. “It’s hard to 
describe what it is, but it’s definitely dif¬ 
ferent than the first record, and there’s 
more progress from elements of the sec¬ 
ond record. Making music is the best part 
of this whole thing. Being able to get into 
the studio and create songs is the most fun 
part to me.” 

After completing the cycle for 2012’s 
self-titled album, the group immediately 
headed back to work on their follow-up at 
the request of their label. Innovative Lei¬ 
sure. But this time, the band didn’t have that 
issue; they parted ways with the label and 
recently inked a new deal, which they aren’t 
able to discuss just yet. “We’re making 
something that we really feel good about,” 
Michaud says. ‘We’re making sure that it’s 
the best one yet as far as we’re concerned.” 

The band are starting 2016 with a free 
show at the Segerstrom Center for the 
Arts as part of the Off Center Festival. 
Michaud says their set will include a few 
new songs, some of which they have yet to 
play live. “It’s been nice to slow down and 
work on these things in a much slower- 
paced environment,” he says. “I never 
imagined we’d be doing this as a full-time 
thing. We were surprised that people 
heard our music then, and we’re surprised 
now that it keeps going.”

R ats In the Louvre are no strangers to aggres¬ 
sively subversive music. The band cut their 
teeth on distorted protest, getting their start by 
playing Bikini Kill standards for fun. Now they're 
setting their sights on shaking up the local scene. 
Both vocalisl/guitarist Veronica Cruz and drummer 
Melissa Posod agree that music in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia can be overwhelmingly consumerist at times. 

"I felt like a lot of aggressive angst in music had 
gotten lost, and I wanted to bring it back," says Cruz. 

Cruz unintentionally started Rats In the Louvre 
in September 2014 after agreeing to assemble a 
crew to perform Bikini Kill's CD version of their 
first two recordsfor Album Attack, an event for 
which musicians perform an iconic album for one 
night only. She convinced Posod along with friend 
and bassist Rusty Cavender (of the prolific but 
short-lived digi-punk act Le Shok) to learn the set. 
After tearing through the feminist anthems, they 
felt inspired to write some of their own, adopting 
a subversive trajectory and critically embracing 
"low art" with their namesake as proof. 

"I read about how the Louvre garden is 
infested with rats and found it kind of funny and 
ironic," says Cruz. The "image it conjured reso¬ 
nated with us, [exemplifying] low art subverting 
elite art, or low class subverting high class," she 
says, adding that those same ideas guide the 
band's writing process. 

Their music is somewhere between art rock, 
experimental indie and riot grrri punk, blending 
angst with darkness, noise and syncopation. 
Cavender's experimental tones explore harsh 
dissonance and ethereal, atmospheric sound- 
scapes, while Cruz employs swirling futuristic 
effects under gritty tones, yells and growls. 
Posod's background as a writer is obvious in her 
intention, utilizing dynamics and linear phrases 
to build the feeling of a story through percussion, 
vacillating between grunge and indie aesthetics. 
For Cruz and Posod, being artists and women 


impacts Rats In the Louvre's music and process. 
Cruz believes writing and "arranging cohesive 
compositions while not being boring is very simi¬ 
lar within art and music." 

Posod finds her gender is one of the biggest 
influences on her approach to music. "Ari Up 
[the late front woman of British band the Slits] 
said women have different rhythm, [and] I think 
that's true," Posod says. Her style behind the kit 
combines the DNA of drummers such as Mau¬ 
reen Tucker, Palmolive, Lillian Marine and Lislot 
Ha, all of whom Posod believes have contributed 
a deconstructive view of rhythm. 

"There's a way female drummers interpret 
anticipation that is wholly female," Posod says. 
"Women are asked to be masters at creating 
anticipation, at least in a gender role kind of way, 
so drumming is [an extension] of it." 

Rats In the Louvre recently got the chance to 
record with the help of San Pedro-based Water 
Under the Bridge Records. The label pressed their 
self-titled debut LP on vinyl, with album art made 
collectively by the band, a collage constructed 
from 1960s National Geographic ma^ames. Eight 
songs clock in at just fewer than 25 minutes, rang¬ 
ing from smart-yet-heavy bangers such as "Time 
& Space" to noisy jams such as "Tiny Box." 

After spending 2015 perfecting their craft and 
opening up shows for the likes of Mike Watt and 
Bella Novela, Rats In the Louvre will share the 
fruits of their labor on Sunday at Alex's Bar.
